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Nova Scotia Accepts Gloucester Race Challenge 
“Bluenose” and “Thebaud” will Race Again 
International Trophy at Stake 


NNOUNCEMENT was made on Sept. 16 by Wilmot A. 

Reed, secretary of the American Fishermen’s Race 

committee, of the acceptance of the- challenge sent to 
Halifax on Sept. 14 for a series of fishermen’s races for the 
International Fishermen’s trophy, emblematic of the sailing 
championship of the North Atlantic fishing fleet. The 
trustees of the International trophy will make the necessary 
arrangements for the series of races to be sailed off Halifax 
in accordance with the terms of the Deed of Gift. 


International Trophy 

The resumption of racing for the International trophy will 
bring together the Nova Scotia champion and defender, 
schooner Bluenose of Lunenburg, N. 8., Capt. Angus Walters, 
and schooner Gertrude L. Thebaud of Gloucester, Capt. Ben 
Pine. It is the first time since 1923 that the trophy has 
been in competition. The series that time between the 
Bluenose and Columbia, since lost with all hands, was un- 
finished, Capt. Walters taking Bluwenose home to Lunenburg 
after the vessel had been disqualified in the third race which 
was awarded to Columbia. That gave the vessels a race 
each. The trophy was awarded to the Columbia but Capt. 
Pine declined it and it has remained in the custody of the 
trustees at Halifax since. 


Gloucester Series 
The trophy was not at stake when schooner Gertrude L. 
Thebaud defeated the Bluenose in the series off Gloucester 
last October as a part of the celebration of the marine di- 
vision of the Massachusetts Bay Colony Tercentenary. 


‘*Delawanna’’ and ‘‘Esperanto’’ 

The International Fishermen’s trophy was given for com- 
petition in the North Atlantic fishermen’s sailing champions 
in 1920 when a challenge was sent to Gloucester in behalf of 
schooner Delawanna which had just won the Nova Scotia 
Sweepstake series sailed off Halifax. It was accepted here. 
Then came the task of finding a vessel worthy of upholding 
Gloucester traditions and the Gorton-Pew Company’s 
Esperanto, was fitted up and sent down in command of Capt. 
Martin L. Welch. Esperanto made a clean sweep in straight 
races, 

‘‘Elsie’’ and ‘‘Henry Ford’’ lost to ‘‘Bluenose’’ 

The following year found the Esperanto gone, a victim of 
the dreaded Sable Island. In 1921, schooner Elsie, again in 
command of Capt. Welch, defended against the new Lunen- 
burger, schooner Bluenose. Bluenose won that year and again 
in 1922 when schooner Henry Ford, Capt. Clayton Morrissey, 
sought to regain the trophy. 





‘*Columbia’’ successor to ‘‘Puritan’’ 

A year later, schooner Columbia, successor to the ill-fated 
Puritan, went to Halifax in quest of the trophy and the series 
was never finished. , 

That coneluded international fishermen’s races until 1930 
brought the Bluenose back here in competition against the 
Gertrude L. Thebaud. After a prolonged series due to many 
calm days, the Thebaud defeated her Nova Seotia rival in two 
completed races. 


Schooner ‘‘Elsie’’ Picked to Sail ‘‘Thebaud’’ in Try-outs 


A series of trial races between the Gertrude L. Thebaud and 
schooner Elsie of Gloucester, have been set for October 9, 10 
and 11, on the usual course off Eastern Point. 

Capt. ‘‘Ben’’ Pine of the Thebaud figures on leaving for 
Halifax, N. S., not later than the morning of October 12, in 
order to get into Nova Scotia, get settled and things ship- 
shape for the first race on October 17. 

Capt. Hugh Quinlan will probably sail the Elsie. The lat- 
ter craft has a racing record and is a capable sailor, although 
hardly in the class of the Thebaud. 

The Elsie first came into the picture as a racing vessel in 
the elimination races of 1921 to pick a suecessor to the ill-fat- 
ed Esperanto which had lifted the Dennis trophy in 1920 from 
the Delawanna, N. S. champion at that time. In a_ five- 
cornered elimination, Elsie led schooners Ralph Brown, Arthur 
James, Elsie G. Silva and Philip P. Manta, having an 11- 
minute margin over the Brown which was in second place. 

Three weeks later the Elsie went to Halifax, was beaten 
by Bluenose in straight races, trailing by nine minutes in the 
first contest and by 11 minutes in the second race. 

In the local series of 1929, the Elsie didn’t do so well 
against the saucy little Progress, which was sailed to fame and 
fortune on Labor Day by Capt. Manuel Domingoes. Schooner 
Arthur D. Story was second, 11 minutes astern of Progress. 
Then came Elsie three minutes behind the Story. Schooner 
Thomas S. Gorton was the fourth boat. 

All Summer the Elsie has been cruising with Sea Seouts on 
a special charter. Two weeks ago the schooner returned. She 
has just come off the ways. Topmasts are up, rigging and 
canvas are O. K. and she appears to be in trim to give the 
Thebaud a go as a trial horse. 


Series Starts October 17 
With the starting date for the Halifax series set for October 
17, a second race will be sailed on Monday, October 19 and 
a third race if necessary on Tuesday or Wednesday, October 
20 or 21.

Baby Swordfish Going on Exhibition 

NE of the smallest swordfish ever seen, a baby of the 

species, measuring only two feet in length, including 

its tiny sword, and weighing 7%4 pounds, was brought 
to Boston on September 2 aboard the schooner Dacia, arriving 
at the Fish Pier from Georges. The ‘‘toy’’ fish was caught 
on the vessel’s trawl when it hungrily snapped at the bait. 
Capt. Albert Grimes the skipper, decided to bring his find to 
port, although it had no market value as food. It is estimated 
that the little fellow was about two months old. The firm 
of R. O’Brien & Co., purchased the fish, and officials of the 
coneern will have it mounted and placed on exhibition. 

The Anna in the year 1922 landed a fish that weighed 7 
lbs. 6 oz., the smallest one on record. Very little is known 
in regard to the spawning habits of the swordfish, and small 
fish are seldom seen on the Banks off this coast. 


‘*Isabel’’ Goes Down in L. I. Sound 

The oil screw vessel Isabel, a 65 ft. craft out of Bostor 
went down in Block Island Sound on September 9. 

The vessel, owned by Bartholomew Whalen, treasurer of R. 
O’Brien & Co., and valued at $15,000, was enroute from New 
York to New Bedford having taken a trip of fish to New 
York City. Mr. Whalen said that the captain of the schoon- 
er, Edward Burke, reported that the vessel struck a submerged 
object and sank within a few minutes. The crew of four was 
rescued from the craft by the fishing boat Irene of New 
London. 

Medal for Rescuing Fellow Fisherman 

For gallantry in rescuing a fellow-fisherman from drown- 
ing, Walter Makuch of New Bedford was presented with a 
silver medal by the Massachusetts Humane Society at the New 
England Fish Exchange on the Fish Pier. 

The presentation was made by Leverett Saltonstall, speaker 
of the House of Representatives, and a trustee of the society. 
Following the exercises the young man was also given the 
sum of $50 contributed by those who attended the ceremony. 


; Brings in Large Swordfish 

The schooner Amelia M. Pereira that arrived September 17 
with a catch of 77 swordfish from Georges Bank had a fish 
that weighed 644 lbs., was 13 feet long and had a sword that 
measured 44 inches. This is the largest landed this season, 
and one of the largest ever landed. About a month ago a 
fish was landed that weighed 600 pounds. In the year 1925 
one was received from Nova Scotia that weighed 703 lIbs., and 
in the year 1903 it is reported that Capt. Frank Cooney, en- 
gaged in shore haddock fishing, brought in a swordfish that 
weighed 850 Ibs., which was probably the record. 


‘*Mist’’ and ‘‘Cormorant’’ 

In is interesting to note that the steamers Mist and Cor- 
morant that arrived on September 18 also arrived on the cor- 
responding day last year. The Mist this year had 58,300 Ibs. 
of fish, and last year had 51,000. The Cormorant hailed for 
70,500 and last year for 60,000. 


Special Lobster Season 
Large receivers of lobsters here state that there will be a 
special season for catching lobsters, Western Nova Scotia Dis- 
trict, 9 inches and over, beginning December 1, and lasting 
for six weeks, an emergency measure. ~ 


‘*‘Olympia’’ Brings in Carrier Pigeon

A pioneer in the New England fishing industry and the 
head of one of the largest fishing companies on the Atlantie 
seaboard, John F. O’Hara of Brookline, President of the 
O’Hara Bros. Co., died at Lakeville, September 25. 
At 48 he had risen from a penniless Irish immigrant of 
14 to a leading position in the fishing business, with a fleet 
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of 10 vessels operating out of the Boston Fish Pier. While 
in his early 20’s he engineered the organization of hook-and- 
line fishing, and with his two younger brothers, Patrick J. 
O’Hara and William J. O’Hara, he founded the firm that 
bears the family name. Keen business management soon 
placed this company in the fore of the industry.

Thirty of them were turned over to the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries laboratory in Cambridge for study.

Fighting 
The Oyster Drill 
By J. Richards Nelson 


e 
HE New Jersey Oystermen in Delaware Bay alone are 
paying an annual toll to the oyster drill or borer of at 
least one million dollars each year. This most de- 

structive pest belonging to the snail family is harmless 

enough in appearance but most deadly in his habits. Na- 
ture endowed this enemy of the oyster with a most efficient 
apparatus for boring a hole through the shell of its luckless 
victim. Imagine a narrow belt covered on its outer surface 
with regular rows of sharp teeth composed of hard glass. 

Pass such a belt beneath your foot with the teeth downward 

and, pressing the belt against the floor with the foot, slowly 

pull the strap back and forth with the two hands. Such a 

tooth covered strap pulled back and forth is a good imita- 
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Another habit of the drill is to climb the highest object 
in the vicinity and a still more powerful habit is to go to 
the smallest oysters with the thinnest shells where there is 
a choice. These two habits are put to good use in the wire 
bag trap that is being used in Delaware Bay at the present 
time to very good advantage. The trap consists of a small 
bag made out of chicken wire, one inch mesh. Rolls 24” 
wide are the most suitable. The wire should be eut 18” 
long giving an oblong piece 18” x 247. The selvages are 
folded together and the cut ends twisted together giving a 
finished bag that is 18” x 12’. This is partly filled with 
seed oysters and strung on a trot line with leaders from the 
main line running to each bag. The leaders should be at 
least four feet long and their distance apart on the main 
line will depend to some extent on the depth of water to be 
fished. In twenty feet of water it is found advantageous to 
space the traps about 12 ft. apart on the main line. Thus 
not more than two traps have to be lifted by the operator 
at any one time. As long a line of traps can be used as de- 
sired, being staked or buoyed at each end. 

The line of traps should always be set in the same diree: 
tion as the tidal current. It is most conveniently overhauled 
hy two men in a row boat. As each trap is brought to the

tion of a radula, and since the teeth of a drill’s radula are 
of glass-like material harder than any oyster shell, it is no 
wonder that but a few hours are required for the snail to 
drill eompletely through to the luckless oyster within. 

Once the shell of the oyster has been perforated, the snail 
withdraws the radula and with a fine tube the proboscis, it 
introduces a large amount of digestive fluid or ferment into 
the oyster’s shell cavity. This soon kills and digests the 
soft parts of the oyster and, as the muscles of the oyster is 
the last part to digest, the shells of the oyster are held to- 
gether long enough to permit the snail to draw into its own 
stomach the digested oyster. 

Habits of the Drill 

The habits of the drill are important and also must be 
taken into consideration in any plan to combat them. Dur- 
ing cold weather when the temperature of the water is be- 
low 50°F. the drill is practically dormant, but when the 
temperature rises it causes the snail to become active and 
during the early part of the summer they spawn in Delaware 
Bay. From six to forty-eight tough yellow capsules, each 
containing an average of ten eggs, are laid in a cluster at 
one time. The capsules are securely fastened to a shell or 
Some other hard and raised object upon the bottom. At the 
time when these eggs are present, May, June, and early 
July, the oysterman can have his crew save out all the 
shells and other objects upon which the eggs are attached 
and destroy them.

boat by one man pulling on the line, the other takes it into 
the boat and shakes it vigorously. The drills fall out of the 
one inch mesh wire bags and the seed oysters are retained. 
The writer has obtained as many as 270 drills from a single 
trap in one tending. The traps should be tended every five 
to seven days depending on how abundant the drills are in 
the locality. 

The trot line should be heavy enough so that a bateau can 
be pulled along it against the tide and wind and should be 
a treated rope as untreated rope has not given satisfaction 
for this purpose in New Jersey. 

Maurice River Cove Association 

The Maurice River Cove Oyster Growers and Dealers 
Association started in September 1930 offering a bounty on 
oyster drills. This bounty is one dollar per quart. There 
are about 300 adult drills in a quart. Over three thousand 
quarts have been received and paid for to date which repre- 
sents 300,000 drills. If a drill killed only ten oysters per 
year this represents a saving in oysters of 3 million oysters, 
worth fifteen to twenty thousand dollars. In addition the 
race is cut down just that much and there will be fewer to 
spawn during the next season. 

Drills will not leave young seed oysters to climb into the 
trap as readily as they will leave older oysters or bare bot- 
tom. However, satisfactory results are being obtained trap- 
ping drills on seed oysters at the present time in Delaware 
Bay.

Food Prices 

Although the first prices were reported as below normal, 
the fact that food as a whole has fallen in this section, tends 
to make it less serious, And anyway an upward trend in 
seafood is looked for with the advent of cooler weather. 

Good Stock 

Of much encouragement is the news that the stock is very 
good. Tongers began activities October 1 on the James 
River seed beds. The season formerly opened September 
15, but was deferred to October 1, in the interests of con- 
servation. 

Clammers Lose Out 

That very interesting subject of whether clammers were 
to be allowed to come in close at Ocean View has been de 
cided for the time being at least. An opinion on the matter 
coming from Attorney General Saunders’ office in Richmond, 
holds that the State Fish Commission cannot abrogate the 
present law. The present law prohibits the use of the 
grounds near Ocean View. 

Devotees of hand line fishing were outspoken in _ their 
support of the measures taken to prevent clamming on the 
fishing grounds which have annually brought thousands to 
Ocean View and near-by waters for angling. The citizens 
of Norfolk have been particularly zealous in an effort to 
stop the clamming and for the time being are victorious. 

In no wise discouraged at the adverse opinion, the Hamp- 
ton-York clammers are prepared to carry the matter to the 
state legislature. This group holds that it will not be the 
least harmful to the fishing grounds to allow clamming. 
Repeal or modification of the present law will be sought. 

Senator John A. Lesner issued the following statement: 
‘‘This is the only water area where conservation has been 
practiced, and it is used by thousands of hand-line fishermen 
for sport from all sections of the country and should be 
closed. ’’ 

Chinn Seeks Oyster Funds 

An appropriation of $100,000 per year for the repletion of 
natural beds is part of the requests embodied in the budget 
of the Virginia Commission of Fisheries, submitted by Judge 
Chinn to Governor John Pollard. It was no mere sending 
of a message, for Judge Chinn appeared before the Governor 
who has shown much interest in the seafood industry, and 
made the statement that if something was not done there 
would be no oyster supply in Virginia after a few years. 

Up to the present time, the main experimental work of 
the Commission has been done in the marine biological 
laboratory at Newport News. This would be supplemented 
with an ambitious rehabilitation program provided the 
$100,000 requested is forthcoming in time for the season 
1932-33. 

Commissioner Chinn has some very convincing figures at 
his finger tips in support of his request. He states that in 
stead of the 6,000,000 bushels taken annually from the 
waters of Virginia from 1900 to 1912, the present output is 
searcely half of that. He then makes a clear statement of 
the effect upon the labor, giving out as the number em 
ployed in 1903, 14,000, and at the present only about 5,000.

The Eastern 
Packing Co., at Portland, has been dismantled, and most of 
the machinery taken out. At Boothbay Harbor is the Tri- 
dent Packing Co., also the Neptune Packing Co. and two fac- 
tories owned by Luther Maddocks. At Rockland, the Law- 
rence Packing and Camden Sardine Co. operated one season 
by Angus Holmes.

The first week of October found little that was exciting in 
the sardine industry. A slight firming up of the market was 
noticed. Quotations ranged from $2.80 to $3.25 but. ship- 
ments were small. Most packers are holding for the close of 
the season and a stable $3.25 price for their goods. 

Packing has proceeded at a moderate rate and operations 
were decidedly intermittent. Suitable fish have been searee. 
Some came in from Grand Manan and around Jonesport but 
they were mostly more suitable for smoking and stringing than 
for sardines. Some small fish were taken in Belfast Bay. 

In early October signs of the season’s end were unmistak- 
able. Many factories had already shut down and compara- 
tively few were taking suitable fish when they were available. 
Many Eastern coast weirmen commenced to strip their weirs 
the latter part of September removing the brush and marline. 
This was due to the unsatisfactory prices and lack of markets. 

Inspections have been very rigid this year and a good many 
fish have gone to the fertilizer factories. Such fish as have 
passed muster will, it is believed, make excellent goods. Spee- 
ulation is rife as to the size of the total pack. Nobody sets 
it as above 800,000 or 1,000,000 cases at the most, while sev 
eral packers declare it will be under 500,000 cases. 


Sardine Carriers 

The boat Roma has been carrying canned sardines from the 
Wm. Underwood Co., Jonesport factory to the central ship- 
ment plant at Rockland, and the boat Whileaway has been 
boating them East for shipment over the Canadian Pacifie 
Railroad. 

Seacoast at Belfast 

After being idle for three or four years the plant of the 
Seacoast Canning Co., at Belfast, has opened for a short sea- 
son of sardine packing. 


Booth Leases to Seacoast 

J. Maitland Norwood, manager of the Booth Fisheries Co., 
at Eastport, spent several days at Belfast in connection with 
the leasing of the Booth factory there to the Seacoast Can- 
ning Co. 

Addison 

It was a serious blow to Addison when the large and finely 
equipped sardine factory of the Bay Shore Fisheries Co., of 
which Irving M. Bangs was the principal owner, was destroyed 
by fire with.a loss estimated at between $80,000 and $90,000. 
The plant was just about to open for the season. The clam 
canning plant of Maurice Caler was also destroyed. The 
last Washington County factory to burn before this was the 
Loring E. Holmes plant at Robbinston which was destroyed 
two years ago and not rebuilt. The tendency of Washing- 
ton County sardine packers seems to be to decrease their in- 
vestment in Eastern Maine and to increase it in Cumberland 
County where they claim fish conditions are better and freight 
rates more favorable.

Shannon came home once with but six fish, while other vessels 
had no more than a dozen. Captain Reuben Doughty, in the 
Alice M. Doughty II is local highliner, his crew having shared 
$607 for the season. Two years ago Captain Doughty shared 
$1,150 for the season and was in second place at that. He 
also won the honor of bringing in the largest single fare this 
season with 74 fish sharing $228. The total catch for 1931 
is roughly estimated at not more than half that of a year ago. 

In 1929, the biggest season in many years, practically all 
the fares ranged over 100 fish and some of the high liners 
brought in close to 200. The absolute record among the 
Portland skippers is still held by Captain Frank Doughty, of 
the Lochinvar, although it was made nearly 30 years ago when 
he landed 272 from the Edmund Doughty which was afterward 
lost. Prices paid this season have ranged from 20 to 35 
cents, an excellent standard due to the large demand and short 
supply. As further evidence of searcity Portland wholesalers 
say that where the local cold storage houses had about 800 fish 
at the end of the 1930 season they had only 60 frozen fish 
when the curtain rang down this year. Referring again to 
that banner 1929 season Bureau of Fisheries figures show 
that the total weight of the swordfish eateh at Portland, 
Gloucester and Boston was 4,592,962 pounds valued at $820,743. 

Mackerel 

Mackerel were very abundant all around Mount Desert Is- 
land right through September. Fine fish were caught from 
the Bar Harbor wharves with hook and line. Nine big sein- 
ers put in nights for a harbor. It reminded veterans of the 
days of long ago when bad weather frequently filled the har- 
bor with mackerel catchers. 

Portland had a glut of mackerel when a dozen vessels of the 
local, Gloucester and Boston fleets came in with 210,000 
pounds while the small boats, the Hamptons and others, add- 
ed 100,000 more. For the first time in years fish were given 
away to all who would earry them off. The market was speed- 
ily overstocked, the cold storages were full and dealers refused 
to buy at any price. Diseouraged, the vessel skippers took 
their fish offshore and dumped them. 

Lobsters 

The lobster catch was rather light through September. 
Around Casco Bay and East to Rockland the fishermen were 
receiving 27 cents a pound from the dealers. 

Because of their perishable nature lobsters have always 
been shipped from Rockland by express. The Maine Central 
however, has now inaugurated a fast freight service. A 
train leaves every week day at 5:45 a. m., which connects with 
The Bullet, fast freight from Boston to New York. 

Tuna 

Horse mackerel or giant tuna have not been so plentiful as 
usual this season along the central and Western Maine coast. 
Prices have been from 5 to 10 cents a pound with a good de- 
mand for all the fish brought in. 

Dogfish 

Dogfish are reported as having been very numerous all 
through September. They chase the line fish, which in turn 
chase the schooling herring and mackerel, who are swiftly pur- 
suing the shrimp that fill the bays of the Eastern coast. Pre- 
sumably the shrimp are after some smaller prey of their own, 
which reealls that passage from a Shakespearian play: 

‘“Master, I marvel how fishes live in the sea.’’

Gets $20,000 
For Dredging Harbor

OL. Frederick H. Payne, Acting Secretary of War, to- 
day approved allotments of $20,000 for dredging New 
Bedford and Fairhaven harbors. 

The existing project for improvement of New Bedford and 
Fairhaven harbor as authorized by the river and harbor aet 
July 3, 1930, provides for a channel 30 feet in depth from 
Buzzards Bay to a point just above the New Bedford-Fair- 
haven bridge, nearly five miles, with increased widths for an- 
chorage and mooring purposes in the areas North of Palmer’s 
Island and above the bridge. Dredging by contract to deep- 
en the channel is now completed. 

Commercial traffic at New Bedford and Fairhaven harbor 
for the calendar year 1930 amounted to 796,167 tons, valued 
at $148,779,405; in addition 244,132 passengers were earried. 

Canning Factory 

The operation of a large canning factory in the Idle Aga- 
wam Bleachery building at East Wareham is planned for 
oysters, clams and quahogs. 

‘*Beekman’’ Changes Hands 

Ernest Peterson, former skipper of the Anna, has recently 
purchased the Charles E. Beekman, and has taken possession 
of the vessel. Capt. John Sater, former skipper and owner 
of the Charles E. Beekman will retire. 


Florida Expedition 

Henry Howerton of Mattapoisett will ship 142 men, resi- 
dents of New Bedford, to Florida for a fishing Winter. The 
party will be transported in a fleet of autos. Over 3,000 men 
made inquiry. The 142 will have their headquarters at Eau 
Gallie, Florida. Mr. Howerton has leased cottages here for 
bunk houses and another building for a cook house. He 
also has leased nets and boats, The fishing will be done in 
a river, a short distance inland from the Atlantic ocean, at 
night when great schools of shore fish come into the river. 
Any man ¢an learn this fishing in two hours. Each of the 
signers has made a $60.00 deposit to cover the cost of his 
meals the first 30 days of fishing. This is the second season 
Mr. Howerton has ventured into this business. He started 
out of Philadelphia last year with more than 100 men. At 
the end of the season, which is February, he will start back 
to New Bedford. 

For each ton of fish in a truck $30.00 will be split among 
the men the following day. The driver collects $50.00 a ton 
at the market, and turns $40.00 back. Out of the $10.00 
Mr. Howerton provides shelter and all transportation.

Lobster Advertising 
Increased Local Trade 
By J. C. Allen 


October’s sun shines down, and bright 
It shows on harbor-buoy and range, 
But where it strikes the waterfront 
There is beheld the season’s change 
Upon the skyline, where before 
Loomed maze of rigging, ’gainst the town. 
It shows no more, for every craft 
Has sent its top-m’st down, 


ALL has fairly begun with the broaching of the October 
eargo of weather and luck, but as these lines ,are 
penned, the devil himself would scarcely recognize the 
time of year. September, with the exception of a very few 
hours, has been as hot in these latitudes as many a July 
that the old-timers have seen. Hot and windy, with cross 
seas and swell that would give the saltest old barnacle afloat 
the wim-wams. Only one storm breezed into what might 
truthfully be called a gale, up to the very last part of the 
month, and that lasted but a very short time. There is time 
even now for the Line gale, but it will be long overdue if 
it arrives. 
Hand-Liners 
The effect of this brand of weather on the luck has been 
peculiar, even as it was during August. All through Sep- 
tember the fish have been plentiful everywhere, but the only 
lads who had any streaks of real good luck were the hand- 
liners, and their luek was spasmodic because of the wind. 


Local Demand for Lobsters 

The lobstermen, totalling things up after the way and 
manner of their kind at this time of year, have varying tales 
to report. Some of them made a better season than they 
did last year. Others nowhere near as good. One thing 
has been very noticeable, that is that there have been five 
times as many lobsters consumed locally than for many 
years. It wasn’t the price, although the extremely low 
price at the opening of the season may have started the 
ball rolling, but judicious advertising and skillful handling 
of the week-end supply to prevent a lay-over has resulted 
in a greatly increased local trade. 


Blues and Striped Bass 

Blues and striped bass have schooled in many places 
around the Vineyard and in nearby localities, but only a 
few good hauls have been made, and very few have been 
taken on hooks. These good hauls have been extremely 
good, but have usually netted a bunch of the finest kind of 
fish, but one good showing has usually been followed by a 
couple of breezy days that’s capsized all calculations and 
set the gang to prospecting again. 


Tinkers 

The big mackerel deserted us early in the season, but 
there was this consolation, that the tinkers ran large enough 
so that they could be marketed in New York which is some- 
thing to be thankful for. Many times in the past when we 
have had a good run of tinkers, the critters ran too small 
to pass the legal length demanded in that state and thus 
tons of them were run over the top-line. 

No Loss of Gear 

In spite of the wind we have had, no one has lost any 
gear. Our lads fish halfway to the Gulf Stream and when 
anything occurs to stir up the bottom they usually catch 
merry heck. But this season’s swell seemed to run clear of 
the bottom. 

The Humble Flounder 

Trapping has not been good, far from it. It is possible 
that some of the boys have made an average season, but up 
to this time, it doesn’t look that way. The draggers have 
held their own and the run of flukes has held out even longer 
than they did last year, but there is a difference in prices 
from a year ago although, taking the season through, there 
is scarcely anything that makes our fishermen more real cash 
than the humble flounder. 

Swords 

Fewer swords than common have been taken by the fleets, 
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Seventeen feet long and tipping the beam at 2,000 pounds, 
this huge nursefish has aroused great interest in Province- 
town in recent weeks. Capt. George Brier found it in a 


harbor trap. Hundreds of visitors paid ten cents apiece- 
to view the monster fish, ballyhooed as a ‘‘man-eating 
shark’’, Photo shows the nursefish after it had been pre- 
served in one of the local freezers.

There will be more taken yet, but it’s a safe 
bet that the total catch will fall below that of last year. 
Too much sea has been the main diffieulty. 


Skilligillees 

These lads, especially the lobstermen, operating close in- 
shore, have raised a pile of skilligillees this season. Pre- 
viously there has been a market for these things, at a low 
price, of course, but enough to make it worth while to iron 
one when the opportunity offered. But for some unknown 
reason, there has been no demand for them this year and 
very few have been brought in. , 


Whales 

All through the month, the bait has run thick as it did in 
August and everything under Heaven has chased it. For 
the first time in years, whales have entered Vineyard Sound, 
and not one, but several of them. A sea-cow, generally 
believed to be a tropical animal, ran in on the south side 
of the island and hung around for a few days, and there 
have been plenty of small sharks. These things are probably 
responsible for the uneasiness of the fish, and with warm 
weather hanging on so late, they may affect the Fall fishing 
to some extent. 

Eels 

Eel-potting has begun in the ponds and the run is very 
good. Last year’s catch was far above average, and indi- 
cations are that this year’s will be a good one. 

Sea-Scallops 

The sea-scallop fleet have been hit rather hard. What- 
ever thing it was that killed the fish on Georges a couple of 
months ago, affected the scallops there and caused them to 
die. The last trips in showed the effects of some extremely 
damaging element, for the drags came in with plenty of 
dead seallops and those that were alive failed to keep as 
usual. The fleet hasn’t been back there since, but has been 
on a hunt for new bottom. 


Cuttyhunk Fishermen Keep Busy 

The correspondent visited Cuttyhunk Island a few days 
days previous to this writing and found all hands hale and 
hearty. A bunch of the boys were putting the finishing 
touches to a bluefish seine, and they went out that same 
night and dropped it around just half a ton of six to seven- 
pounders, together with a small bunch of striped bass. 

The correspondent met such old-timers as Captains Russell 
Rotch, Alpheus Tilton, Charles Tilton, who is a deputy war- 
den and one of the executive officers in the Massachusetts 
Lobstermen’s Association. All hands were busy and no one 
complained about a dull season, or any similar effects of 
the ‘‘depression’’. When those Cuttyhunk lads don’t have 
any luck they go out and make some, and you may lay to 
that! 

Nantucket Craft Destroyed 

The Nantucket fishing schooner Elizabeth M. Foley was de- 
stroyed by fire off the Great Point Lighthouse Sept. 22, with 
its cargo of 20,000 pounds of flounders.

APT. Joe King Peters on the 11th of September brought 

in one of the best dory hauls of haddock—2,000 pounds, 

dressed, which sold at Boston at 4%e. Dories are now 

preparing to go netting. Night seining for mackerel will 
start soon. 

On the 13th the season’s largest butters—three-quarters to 
a half-pound in size—were unloaded. Capt. Manuel Sim- 
mons landed 120 barrels, also 40 barrels of mackerel. Capt. 
George Brier got 90 barrels and there were other good 
catches, none of which was less than 60 barrels. Sixty bar- 
rels of the Simmons’ catch went to Boston and New York; 
the price was 10¢. 

Now it looks as if the local fleet is going to get a good 
mackerel run after all. This has been a poor year for mack- 
erel thus far, but Capt. Ulysses Simmons’ haul convinced the 
fleet that the mackerel, on their way to Southern waters, are 
stopping over in this area as is their annual custom. Traps 
have been yielding an average of thirty to forty barrels of 
mackerel, with eight to ten barrels of butters, to a trip. Me- 
dium mackerel has been bringing 4 to 7e. 

One trip to the Herring Cove trap of Cape Cod Cold Stor- 
age by Capt. Ulysses Simmons yielded one hundred barrels of 
large mackerel on the 19th of Sept. It was the record trap 
catch of the season. V. H. Heller Company shipped twenty 
barrels fresh to New York; the rest went to the freezer. 

The Lost Dart 

Capt. Joseph Captiva of the swordfisherman Jesse Dutra, 
Provincetown, tells a strange story in connection with his 
last trip to Nomansland in quest of swords. Three years 
ago the Jesse Dutra lost a dart which had been plunged into 
a swordfish; the line parted and the dart remained in the fish, 


which was an unusually large one. On the last trip out this 
season the Jesse Dutra landed a 650-pound fish. The lost 
dart with the carved letters ‘‘J. D.’’ was found in the fish.

Scallop Fishermen 
Urged to “Save” Starfish 
By J. R. Leonard 


HE Eastern Long Island seallop fisherman has expe- 

rienced the depression in two ways. The price at Pal. 

ton Market opened very low with a slight increase the 
third week in September. September first found about every 
sort of a shoal draft boat, equipped with a sail and dredges, 
and ready to start. The past month of August was quite 
slow on the bays, as clams were hardly worth the taking, 
the market being flooded with them, and with but few buy- 
ers. So then, the scallop season was looked forward to by 
many as a means of recuperating their financial situations. 
Some of the wise ones who had prospected around before 
the opening day, however, claimed a scarcity of scallops on 
grounds that last year vielded heavily. And so it was found 
to be on the opening days. Grounds that contained a heavy 
set of ‘‘Bugs’’, or baby scallops last March, were found to 
he absolutely devoid of scallops this September. Many feel 
that this condition was caused by the great numbers of star- 
fish that abounded in or near these beds. Prices should in- 
crease gradually as the cold weather sets in, and in that 
event the scallopers may find their season successful.  Al- 
though it is not certain that starfish killed this season’s 
work, it is a well known fact among most scallop fishermen 
that a starfish will feed on scallops and probably more read- 
ily than other shellfish, because of the ease of access to the 
edible parts. Every scalloper in the future should make it 
his business for his own future benefit, to lay aside all star- 
fish brought aboard in his dredges, to dry or to freeze, in- 
stead of again throwing them overboard to feed on the shell- 
fish that means so much to him. This is to an extent an 
extra operation, in what is to some, perhaps, a_ thankless 
calling, but a live starfish on bottom is an enemy to the 
scallop fisherman as well as the oyster grower. One Green- 
port oyster grower made the statement, that if the scallop 
fishermen would only save their starfish, they would almost 
entirely disappear in one season. 


Bluefish Jigs 

Bluefish struck on in The Race and Plum Gut the latter 
part of August, and for a period of two or three weeks some 
nice catches were made. It is intersting to notice the differ- 
ent jigs that were devised and tried out for both trolling 
and bottom ‘‘jigging’’. Almost every fisherman has his 
favorite jig, be it made of block tin, bone, cedar, feathers 
or a chromium plated affair. Not only may their favorite 
be of these or other different materials, but their shape 
might depart a long way from the old accepted shape. The 
favorite as a whole and the one most used probably is of 
block tin or some similar bright metal. The block tin is to 
be preferred, but because of its high cost is of little use. In 
jigging off the bottom, so many jigs are lost because of snag- 
ging, that a less expensive material is mostly used. If all 
the jigs that lay on the bottom of Plum Gut and The Race 
could be put in one heap, the pile would probably be enor- 
mous. Prices on blues were very satisfactory during the 
first of the run, but steadily dropped until they were less 
than ten cents a pound. This condition coupled with their 
disappearance for days at a time caused most of the fisher- 
men to quit the second week in September. 

Eel Potters 

Eel potters have fared very poorly in market shipments 
the past season, as prices were so low. A number solved 
that problem by potting their eels at night, putting them in 
cars and peddling them out at 25 cents per pound. This was 
far better than four cents per pound, with commission and 
freight out of that, and was the only salvation of these 
fishermen. 

Trap Season Satisfactory 

The trap fishing season is drawing to a close and has been 
quite successful in the number of fish caught. The remuera- 
tions per pound, however, were not so successful, but taken 
as a whole the season has been fairly satisfactory. 

The South Bay Fish Co. brought in its largest haul of the 
season the first part of the month when they brought in 
nearly 4,500 pounds of weakfish.

This far-reaching -ver- 
diet was rendered by competent judges of international 
fame.

Farris & Sons of Fairhaven, N. B., packers of fancy sar- 
dines; H. W. Welch of Leonardville, N. B., dealer in fisher- 
men’s supplies, including twine products of the Linen Thread 
Co. of Boston, Mass.; Algonquin Sea-Foods, Ltd., of St. 
Andrews, N. B., manufacturers of brine-frozen products; 
and Burton Newman of Wilson’s Beach, N. B., builder of 
model full-rigged ships and fishing vessels in whose booth 
a replica of the Puritan ship Mayflower, and the clipper ship 
Flying Cloud were on display. 

A special feature of the Charlotte County Fish Fair this 
year was the interesting exhibits shown by the Dominion 
Atlantic Biological Station of St. Andrews, N. B. Living 
and preserved specimens of, peculiar fish, sea-animals, and 
sea-vegetation were shown in glass cases.

MacGillivray, of Wilson’s Beach, who virtually had _ his 
hands full before, at, and after the Charlotte County Fish 
Fair. He was assisted by J. F. Calder, president of the 
Board, and a number of committeemen, from Welchpool, 
North Road, and Wilson’s Beach.

Power-boat races, in which 
several classes of Quoddy fishing boats participated, were 
keenly contested. Rowboat and canoe races provided extra

Fisheries Exhibition 
and Fishermen’s Reunion

LORIOUS 
(seam and bunting galore throughout the town, ush- 

ered in the opening of the third Nova Scotia Fisheries 
Exhibition and Fishermen’s Reunion on Tuesday, September 
15, at Lunenburg. At eight o’clock the blowing of horns 
and siren whistles proclaimed the beginning of the four day 
event which for the third consecutive year has brought one 
of the principal industries of the Province of Nova Scotia 
before the public in a most interesting and fascinating manner. 

In the spacious arena the unique and artistic decoration and 
arrangement of booths which lined the sides and occupied the 
centre of the building, presented a striking panoramic dis- 
play, mainly of exhibits in connection with the fisheries. Here 
was seen the ordinary as well as the extraordinary specimens 
of the seas, many of which the land lubber may have read 
about but never before had the privilege of viewing. Fish 
specimens, dead and alive, of almost every conceivable name 
and in every stage of development, provided a source of in- 
terest to both young and old. The well known firm of W. C. 
Smith and Company, Limited, and subsidiary companies oc- 
cupied three large booths at the farther centre of the build- 
ing and these alone constituted a miniature exhibition. 

Robin, Jones & Whitman, Ltd., had an attractive display of 
boneless fish, the famous Bluenose and Acadia brands, Hali- 
fax Shredded Fish, Acadia tablets, cod-bit tablets, all pre- 
pared and artistically boxed in their Lunenburg factory 
branch, as well as exhibits of bank fish. 

The biological exhibit from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under the supervision of T. A. Auclair, Ottawa, as- 
sisted by W. J. Naas, Fishery Officer at Lunenburg and 
Austin Evans of Chester, took up a large space with its 
aquarium and other special exhibits. 

The Lunenburg Schools exhibits occupied the rear end of 
the arena building. 

William Stairs, Son & Morrow and William Robertson & 
Son of Halifax, had on display all kinds of ship supplies 
and equipment. 

Consumers Cordage Company and American Rope Company 
exhibited a splendid line of twine, lines, ropes and hawsers. 

E. K.;:Spinney, Yarmouth, had a wonderfully complete va- 
riety of ship fittings and supplies. 

Brandram-Henderson, Ltd., had a fine display of paints, 
besides which their booth contained a miniature house lot with 
bungalow, the exhibit of contractor Whittier. 

A. Dauphinee & Sons had an attractive arrangement of 
oars, blocks, tackle and boat accessories. 

J. F. Creaser Co., Ltd., of La Have, presented oil clothes, 
overalls, slickers and raincoats in many designs and colorings. 

The Lunenburg Foundry Company, Limited, with a number 
of booths, uniquely displayed in one a water-front scene with 
foundry staff at work, in another were their famous makes of 
engines, stoves, and ranges, furnaces, products of their foun- 
dry, while the garage company of that industry displayed ra- 
dios and all kinds of automobile materials. 

William Emeneau had a nice display of casks, butts, drums 
and cooperage supplies. 

R. B. Westhaver, Mahone Bay, with an attractive ‘‘Kumm 
Inn’’ showed oars, blocks, ship’s ironwork and a neat display 
of chairs and settees. 

Other exhibitors at the exhibition, whose booths were most 
attractively arranged and decorated were Five Roses Flour, 
Victorian Order of Nurses, Indian Path Mines, G. W. Silver 
Co., Ltd., Stanfield’s Ltd., Edward Zwicker & Sons, New 
Germany, John Knickle, Earle Bailley, F. G. Mason, J. T.

Powers Bros., Ltd., had exhibits that indicated a wide and 
flourishing business in the ship hardware line.

Curios from the sea, a collection owned and exhibited by 
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William Anderson included stuffed birds of every variety, 
numerous curios, many of which were preserved in brine, 
and curious types of fish. 

Solomon Morash, 85 years of age, a specialist in designing 
and making miniature craft, as well as inlaid works such 
as clocks, tables and chairs, had an interesting exhibit of 
his handiwork, together with a miniature of the Gloucester 
racing schooner Gertrude L. Thebaud, made entirely of cake 
batter and frosting sugar, the production of a 
bakery. 

The famous Bluenose schooner in minature, made by Cap- 
tain Arthur Westhaver and which last year was one of the 
chief attractions at the Canadian National Exhibition at 
Toronto occupied booth space at the arena. 

Miscellaneous exhibits included fish from different parts of 
the district, fully equipped fishing dories and models of yachts 
and vessels. 

The big feature of Wednesday of Exhibition Week was the 
schooner race. This event came off as scheduled and many 
race enthusiasts were in Lunenburg to see it. Weather con- 
ditions were perfect for a miniature yacht race or for land 
sports, but it was not the weather requisite for a fishing 
schooner race. There was little or no wind and the race 
which was looked foreward to to provide thrills and excite- 
ment such as were given last year, merely proved to be a 
drifting match. The course was 28 miles and the Alsatian, 
which proved herself to be the fastest boat, sailed it in 8 
hours, 30 minutes and 45 seconds. 

The vessels ended the same way they started. The Alsa- 
tian got across the line first and maintained her lead and 
was never bothered about losing it during the day. Course 
number one was used. At 8:55 the first gun was fired and 
at nine the starting gun. The Alsatian made the line just 
a few seconds before the gun and was able to come along and 
cross only fifteen seconds after the gun. The other vessels 
the Pasadena II and the Margaret K. Smith, made the line 
too soon and had to come about and tack. The breeze was 
very moderate from N.N.E. From the starting point to the 
first mark, the fairway buoy outside Cross Island, is five miles 
and the time of passing this first mark was Alsatian 11:42:46, 
Margaret K. Smith, 14:14; Pasadena II, 14:47. From the 
starting point to the second mark was a straight run out nine 
miles. The Alsatian got the lead at the starting point and 
seemed to carry what little wind there was with her. From 
the second mark to La Have Ironbound buoy, a distance of 
seven miles, at times was almost calm and it took the Alsatian 
almost three hours to make this leg of the course, passing this 
mark at 14:17:40. The Margaret K. Smith passed at 16:53 
and the Pasadena II followed fifteen seconds later. From 
here on the wind seemed to freshen to a nice strong breeze, 
the Alsatian still continuing her lead with very little wind- 
ward work, making the fairway buoy with only two small 
hitches with the other vessels following far behind. From 
the fairway buoy in, the wind increased and the Alsatian 
crossed the finish line at 17:31, the Margaret K. Smith follow- 
ing in 18:53:20 and the Pasadena II, 19:11:40. The Alsatian 
was sailed by Captain Harold Corkum, who, in last year’s 
event, finished in third place. Captain Corkum had on board 
with him many experienced captains, among them Captain 
Angus Walters of the Bluenose, which was on the marine rail- 
way and was unable to follow the course as she did last year. 
The Margaret K. Smith was in charge of Captain Harry De- 
mone and the Pasadena II was sailed by Captain Kenneth 
Wentzell. The official observers were Captain Arthur Allen 
on board the Margaret K. Smith, and Captain Adam Knickle 
on board the Pasadena II. The Arras and the Arleux and 
many other boats accompanied the vessels over the course, the 
Arras carrying members of the fishing race committee. 

Thursday was Citizen’s Day and was the biggest day of 
the fair. The main feature of the day was the procession 
of 600 school children, trade floats, decorated cars, bicycles 
and callithumps, which accompanied by two bands, paraded 
from the Academy grounds through the principal streets of 
the town to the arena. The procession this year was better 
than it has been for some years. 

Friday marked the closing of the exhibition. The morning 
program was devoted to water sports in which every class of 
craft engaged in the prosecution of the fisheries was able 
to demonstrate its particular prowess. The events were the 
finest in the line of aquatic sports that have been seen in 
Lunenburg for some years.

Fall Lobster Season 


To Open December First 
By J. F. Hillman 


HANGES in the lobster fishing season in Western Nova 

Scotia were announced recently by the Department of 

Fisheries. Because of the existing condition in the 
industry, the fishing season this year will open December 
Ist and close on January 15th. This will affect the coastline 
from Burn’s Point, Dighy County, to Cole Harbor in the 
County of Halifax. 

The minimum e¢atch, it was stipulated in the regulations, 
will be nine inehes exclusive of claws and feelers. The 
Spring season in this section will open March Ist, 1932, and 
will close May 15th. This will be two weeks shorter than 
the usual season and will compensate for the enlargement 
of the Fall season. This change in the regulations will 
mean a speeding up in the activity of fishermen who will 
tuke advantage of the earlier season which will give them 
a chanee to make some dollars to offset the losses suffered 
during the past few months.

New Breakwaters to be Built 
In company with all other workers in the Province, the 
fishermen are feeling the pinch of hard times and the ques- 
tion of employment is a serious one, but in some sections 
the construction of public works will relieve the situation 
to a certain extent. Under the Unemployment Relief Act 
appropriations have been made for the construction of 
breakwaters in several fishing villages and repairs to others. 
The total vote under the Unemployment Relief Act amounts 
to $51,000 and ineludes Freeport (Eastern Point), new 
breakwater, $10,000; Gilbert’s Cove, new breakwater, $10,- 
000; Meteghan, fishermen’s wharf, $10,000; Weymouth 
North, new breakwater, $15,000; Parker’s Cove, repairs to 
breakwater, $6,000. 
Clam Exportations Valuable 
The lowly clam has at last come into its own. It may be 
surprising to some, but during the past month the value of 
the exported clams has amounted to more than the value of 
any one kind of fish exported: cod, haddock or hake, fresh, 
pickled or dried. Two reasons contribute to the cause, the 
low price paid for fish and the quantity of clams shipped. 
The clams are shipped in gallon tins, shelled and packed 
in boxes, making a neat parcel for both shipping and hand- 
ling, and are also shipped in barrels in shells. As quickly 
as the clams are dug, they are cleaned, packed and shipped 
away the same day, thus insuring the arrival of the shell- 
fish at their market in a fresh state. This branch of the 
fishing industry gives employment to a large number of men 
in Annapolis and Dighy Counties. The clams are shipped 
from points in Annapolis, Digby, and Weymouth.

Needs an Adequate 
and Steady Bait Supply 
By Cecil Boyd 


OCAL shore fishing is considerably in the doldrums at 
of present. Bait, so necessary to successful line fishing, 

has been hard to get, the weather during the past few 
weeks has been very bad, from a fishing standpoint, wind 
most of the time; and to crown all, the devilish dogfish, 
scourge of the shore fisheries, put in an unwelcome appear. 
ance. While depression, of course, is general at the present 
time, the local fisherman seems to be getting more than his 
full share of it. And, as far as he is concerned, the big 
question just now, when ways and means are being consid- 
ered for helping the unemployed, is what is to be done to 
assist the fishermen of this section to tide over the present 
crisis. 

In connection with this problem, when Hon. E. N. Rhodes, 
Federal Minister of Fisheries, was visiting Nova Scotia this 
month, a delegation from the Canso Fishermen’s Federation 
went to Mulgrave to meet him and impress upon him the ur- 
gent need of remedial measures for fishery conditions in this 





section. The delegation consisted of three members of the 
Federation Station, S. A. Hurst, Edward Power, with the 
President, Alfred Hanlon. They received a cordial recep- 


tion from the Minister, with the promise that steps would 
be taken to improve the situation. 

The question that was most stressed, and is receiving the 
most attention at this juncture, is that of the securing of an 
adequate bait supply throughout the fishing season. For 
some years past the same difficulty has seriously interfered 
with local fishing at recurring intervals. At certain times, 
when schools of bait-fish have struck in, the bait has been 
plentiful, in fact, overabundant, but with no freezer to pre- 
serve them, as soon as the schools passed by, a shortage was 
in evidence again. Since the breaking down and abandon. 
ment of the cold storage department of the Maritime Fish Cor- 
poration plant, there has been no proper freezing equipment 
here. This difficulty in regard to a regular supply of. bait 
was impressed upon Mr. Rhodes by the delegation, «and he 
promised to look carefully into the matter, and stated that 
an Engineer of the Department would be sent to Canso to 
look over the situation. Accordingly, a few days later, 
Engineer C. E. Bruce arrived, accompanied by Supervisor 
of Fisheries D. H. Sutherland, of Pictou. Representatives 
of the Federation were interviewed, and the plant of the 
Maritime Fish Corporation, which is now out of commission, 
was gone over, and locally at least, there the matter has 
rested, as, up to the present moment, no further steps have 
been taken. Under the provisions of the existing Act on the 
building of bait freezers, if any reliable concern, such as a 
Station of the Fishermen’s Federation or any company, will 
put up 25 per cent of the cost of erection of such a plant, 
the Government will provide the remaining 75 per cent, and 
also, I believe, pay a bonus on the bait handled up to a 
certain quantity. 

Swordfishing Season Ends 

The swordfishing season is about at an end on this coast 
now. Very few were taken at Canso and vicinity, as prac 
tically all the local boats that prepared for the ‘‘swords’’ 
went down off the Cape Breton coast to operate very early 
in the season. Reports from North Sydney indicate that 
the eatch in that section was below last year’s. The Canso 
boats, with one or two exceptions, are all back home now. 
Swordfishing seems to be a good deal of a lottery, and as 
usual, while a few have done fairly well, the majority have 
not done very much, a few not making expenses. Capt. 
Frank Lohnes, with the biggest boat of the Canso fleet, got 
82 fish while operating off the Cape Breton coast. 

Scallop Grounds Being Investigated 

The small Government craft A. Halkett has been engaged 
in prospecting for scallop fishing grounds off the Guysbor0 
County coast, making her temporary headquarters at White 
haven. Scallop fishing has grown in recent years to become 
quite an important branch of the fishing operations of Digby 
and some other parts of western Nova Scotia, but its possi 
bilities in this County have never been investigated to any 
great extent.

Fleet Welcomes 
Capt. d’Eon’s “Mary A. II”’ 
By the Lurcher 


HE fifty-foot motor vessel Mary A. II, in charge of 
Capt. Andrew d’Eon, of West Pubnico, is the latest 
addition to the Yarmouth fresh fishing fleet and is a fine 
craft, fitted with a sixty horsepower crude oil Acadia motor 
which makes the boat fairly fast, reeling off about eleven 
knots per hour on its trial spin. The boat is built from 
plans made by Capt. d’Eon and is practically the last word 
in convenience. The craft has excellent accommodations for 
six men, and earries four single dories. 


Brings in Record Stock 
The Lockeport schooner Archie L. MacKenzie, Capt. Ralph 
MacKenzie, was in Yarmouth on the 23rd of Sept. and landed 
a fare of fish which returned the vessel the record stock and 
the crew the record share for any schooner landing at the 
Port of Yarmouth for this season. The schooner brought 
in 18,000 pounds of fresh halibut and 10,000 of salt fish. It 
was purchased by Laurence Sweeney, Yarmouth South, and 
the vessel stocked $2,670, while the crew shared an even $80.00 
per man. 
‘*Courtney’’ Lands Baby Swordfish 
Among the many fish curiosities landed from time to time 
at this port the best was brought in a week or so ago by the 
schooner Courtney, which landed a baby swordfish. It was 
taken on a trawl when the schooner was fishing on Brown’s 
Bank and when landed on the schooner’s deck it was given 
particular care, while at the present time it is in the Yar- 
mouth Cold Storage. The young sworder is less than twenty- 
four inches in length and tips the seales at exactly seven 
pounds. When landed, fishermen here claimed it was the 
smallest swordfish ever landed at any port. 
‘*Dorothy G. Snow’’ Reconditioned 
The schooner Dorothy G. Snow, Capt. Simon Muis, which 
several weeks ago was ashore at Division Head, on the North 
end of Seal Island, about thirty miles from this port, is 
fishing again. Following the refloating of the craft, the 
schooner went to Meteghan, Digby County, where the vessel 
was hauled out on the railway of the Meteghan Shipbuilding 
Company, Limited, and was given a very thorough recondi- 
tioning. The vessel was recently in with its first trip of 
fish, after refitting, landed about 5,000 of fresh halibut, the 
same’ quantity of fresh and salt fish. 
Storm Does Considerable Damage 
Many fishermen in this vicinity lost heavily in the first 
blow of the season which occurred on the 25th of September. 
The wind was a fresh gale from the West and stirred up 
a nasty sea which continued for several hours. Fishermen 
engaged in netting herring at Yarmouth Bar and off Yar- 
mouth Cape, in the vicinity of Kelley’s Cove, had their nets 
either carried away completely or torn from their moorings 
and washed ashore in a very badly torn condition or totally 
destroyed. During the blow a bell buoy drifted ashore at 
what in known as ‘‘The Churn’’ and stranded. It had evi- 
dently been adrift or submerged for a long period of time as 
not only the buoy itself was covered with barnacles, but also 
the superstructure, which held the bell, was crumpled and 
covered with marine growth, while no markings could be seen 
on it to tell from whence it came. 
Extra Lobster Season 
With the six weeks fishing allowed from December Ist to 
January 15th, many fishermen all along the coast, from Digby 
to Halifax, are making preparations to catch lobsters this 
Fall. There have been, however, a few of the more prosper- 
ous fishermen, who have been somewhat opposed to the Fall 
fishing and are particularly opposed to the Department at 
Ottawa shortening the Spring season by two weeks. That 
space of time, the very end of the season, many claim 
is their only opportunity to make a dollar clear of ex- 
penses, and now that two weeks are clipped from the season 
they fail to see where any one of them will make a dollar. In 
consequence of that fact, while the extra season is appreciated 
by a large number, there are many who do not look so kindly 
on the extension. 
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Moncton, N. B. 

May be Shipping Point 
For Westmorland Lobsters 
By M. E. McNulty 
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HE Dominion government may place on a route be. 
tween Moncton, N. B., and Boston, a steamer or motor. 
ship, which would earry live lobsters only. Dr. 0. B. 
Price, M. P., Moncton, whose constituency is the county of 
Westmorland, one of the leading lobster fishing counties 
of Canada, is the sponsor of the plan. He has been nego. 
tiating with the federal department of fisheries for the sub. 
sidizing of a boat, for the proposed service. Moncton has 
been chosen as the terminal for the eraft, as it is the most 
central. Live lobsters caught on the shores of Westmorland 
county and the adjoining counties of Kent, N. B. and Cun. 
berland, N. S., would be shipped by motor trucks and rail 
from the mainland coast of Northumberland Strait, to Mone. 
ton, and there placed on the vessel that would be obtained 
for the service. It would be equipped with cold storage 
facilities, so the lobsters would be in good condition when 
they were unloaded at Boston. The chief complaint of re. 
ceivers of the live lobsters at Boston has been that they 
have been in poor condition. It is claimed the prevailing 
prices can be bettered by 4 to 6 cents per pound for the 
shipping lobsters, if they could be delivered to the buyer 
in good condition at Boston, which is easily the biggest 
market for the lobsters. Transportation is by rail, and the 
shippers have been complaining diligently of the lack of 
adequate cold storage facilities on the trains. It would be 
out of the question to make the terminal of the line on 
Northumberland Strait, as that would necessitate a voyage 
around Canso Strait, and down the whole mainland shore 
of Nova Scotia. By making the terminal at Moncton, the 
boat can go down the Petiteodiac River, into the Bay of 
Fundy, and thence down the bay. This voyage is about one. 
third that of the other. If the Chignecto canal goes through, 
a boat can make the trip direct from the strait, into the 
canal, and out into Fundy waters, at the head, known as 
Chignecto Basin. 


Co-operative Lobster Canneries Active 
Co-operative lobster canning has been carried on at Dixon’s 
Point, Lower Cape Bauld and Aboujagne, N. B., all within 
about 35 miles of coast line. The Fishermen’s Association 
in each of these places has been operating the local eo- 
operative cannery. The associations have been formed 
during the past two years, and all three are very live or 
ganizations. The decision to do the canning on their ow 
account, of their catches of lobsters this season was made 
when it was found the canners were offering prices con 
sidered too low. Indications are that the lobster canning 
will be a permanent activity of the associations named, and 

that others are expected to follow suit next year. 


Lobster Cannery Ends First Year 

The W. S. Loggie interests are in their first year of lobster 
canning at Caissie Cape. This is the farthest south the firm 
has operated. The cannery was built for the company, and 
is 7 miles north of Shediac. The building is 125 feet long 
and 50 feet wide, and built of wood. The building was 
started in use the middle of August, being equipped in time 
for the opening of the lobster season in that section. 


New Lobster Canner 

D. J. Doiron, Shediac, who has been canning clams for 
over 35 years in that section of the Strait shore of North 
umberland, went in for canning lobsters during the seasot, 
in addition to the clams. 

McCormack & Zatzman Improve Plant 

McCormack & Zatzman, who produce and buy anything i 
fish, have been improving their storage and curing plant, 
at York Point, within about 100 yards of the railway st 
tion at St. John. Considerable painting has been done 
the outside and inside. This firm has the lease of the lead: 
ing sardine, gasper, herring, shad and salmon weirs of St 
John harbor, and also buys all these fish from small pr- 
ducers living on both the city and Carleton sides of the 
harbor, Fairville, Strait Shore, Indiantown, Milford, King* 
ville, Randolph, South Bay, Grand Bay, Millidgeville, Bayt 
water, etc.

i drove from Greenwich straight to. Bowers, Delaware, al: 
most 100 miles. Took the ferry across the Delaware. Bow- 
ers has a very fine harbor, and there are nearly 100 boats fish- 
ing out of here. Mostly handlining for weak fish, flounders 
and croakers. The fishermen have enjoyed good fishing the 
past two weeks. Here I saw many Palmer engines, and some 
automobile conversions. Gilbert Tribbetts is putting up a 
nice new plant to take eare of increased business in building 
and repairing boats. It was now 6:30, so I called it a 
day and drove to Havre de Grace for the night. 


Spent most of Friday at Rock Hall, Maryland, which is 
one of the most prosperous fishing towns on the Eastern shore 
of Maryland. There are over 75 fishermen here, nearly all 
with up-to-date marine engines, Palmer and Gray mostly, and 
a couple of the Palmer Model A Ford Conversions which are 
becoming quite popular. Most of the fishing is netting and 
seining, using trap nets, purse seines, gill-netting, with some 
hand-lining. Saw many Linen Thread seines and nets. Stayed 
around Frank Jacob’s wharf to interview some of the fisher- 
men. Frank tells me this is one of the best years here he 
has known. J. W. Seoon left on one of his trucks with a 
load of barrelled crabs for Baltimore. G. Ellsworth Leary 
is one of the busiest men in the district, with his garage and 
lumber business, yet he finds time to take some interest in 
marine railways. Geo. Coleman keeps things moving along. 

The run of fish has been so large in the Chesapeake Bay 
this season that purse netters have had their nets worn out 
by blue fish and are having new nets made, despite the faet 
that next year purse-net fishing will ‘be illegal under the acet 
passed at the last session of the Legislature. The fishermel 
caleulate that the catch of a few tons will more than pay 
for the cost of new nets. 


On Saturday, Sept. 26, I realized the objective of my trip, 
which was to attend the annual Chesapeake Bay Work Boat 
Races, held at Crisfield. The day was ideal, with a large 
number of visitors. Much credit is due Wallace M. Quin, 
President of the Work Boat Association, for the success of 
this eleventh annual event. 

Sailing under a cloudless sky, with sails close hauled and 
a strong Easterly wind blowing over the course, the largest 
number of boats ever entered in the eleven years of the 
Chesapeake Bay Workboat Races, got off to a good start im 
Tangier Sound at 9:15 o’clock Saturday morning and finished 
the course in record time.
